He then examined a paper 
on which several names were written, and 
said that R. H. Stanton was the man he 
wanted.

He was then confined in some 
prison in Illinois, from which he escaped, and 
has since been at Paris and Lexington and in 
the vicinity of other Federal camps in the 
State. He is unquestionably a spy, and was 
sent to Cincinnati. 

Boy* A Washington correspondent of the 
Baltimore Sun says the financial system 
adopted by Congress will not be fully devel- 
oped in its effects upon currency, banking, 
and commerce at once. The friends of the 
\ stein say that the provisions in regard to 
the banks now existing and the new banks 
proposed will not have any immediate effect. 
The general effect of the system will be to 
swell the currency very rapidly. The floating 
debt to be provided for in currency is more 
than a hundred millions, and the daily war 
expenditures will call for two hundred and 
twenty-five millions a quarter. The amount 
of currency now authorized, in effect, added 
to that already issued, cannot be reckoned at 
less than a thousand millions.

• We republish the following article 
from the Ohio State Journal: 

Paymaster's Department. — A few weeks 
ago we were informed by telegraph that Maj. 
Baber, of this city, had been dismissed from 
the service as Paymaster. At the time no 
statement was made of the cause of dismissal. 
We have since learned that the dismissal was 
ordered on the report of Major Lamed, the 
Chief Paymaster. The cose was investigated 
after dismissal (aB usual), and resulted in re- 
voking the order of dismissal, and in reinsta- 
ting Major Baber to his post, as the following 
order shows:

"General Orders— No. 37. 

"By direction of the President, so much of 
General Orders, No. 208, of 18G2, as musters 
out of service Additional Paymaster R. P. L. 
Baber, [Barber] is hereby revoked. 
"By order of the Secretary of War. 
"Official. L. THOMAS, 

"Adjutant-General. 
. D. Townhend, Assistant Adj't Gen." 
By General Orders No. 208, of December 17, 
18G2, several paymasters were mustered out of 
the service of the United States, on the report 
of Major Charles T. Larned, Chief Paymaster 
at Louisville, Kentucky, without any previous 
notiet of the charges against them. The 
ground alleged in the case of Major Baber was 
"inefficiency." He was en route with a party 
to pay Gen. Grant's army, under the orders of 
Major L N. Cook, who had been placed in 
command of the expedition by Major Larned, 
when his "muster out" first came to Major 
B.'s knowledge. 

Returning immediately, he collected testi- 
mony to refute the charge, and on Feb. 6th, 
the papers in the case were presented to the 
President of the United States, who forthwith 
personally investigated fully the facts, together 
with the Secretary of War, and the Acting 
Paymaster General, and made the above order 
of honorable restoration. 

The proof was clear that Major Lamed's re- 
port was grossly partial and incorrect — that 
Paymasters who bad not done half as much 
work as Maj. Baber in the same time were rated 
"A No. 1," while he was set down as ineffi- 
cient;" though in his seven months' ser- 
vice in that department he had disbursed over 
$818,000 to 20 regiments of infantry, three 
battalions of cavalry, four batteries, and nu- 
merous resigned officers, &c , entirely to their 
satisfaction, as evidenced by their statements 
filed in the War Department — his single pay- 
ment of $600,000 to OsnMri George W. Mor- 
gan's division at Osf' rland Gap being the 
largest and most d 11' col ever made in the ser- 
vice. And of 35 pa) ...listers in Larned s de- 
partment, only two did more work. 

This is the third instance within three weeks 
in which Major Larned s report as to his sub- 
ordinates, has, on investigation, been set aside 
as untruthful by the War Department, Majors 
Nunes and Lowrey being the two other in- 
stances, and more of the same sort are under 
examination. Major L N. Cook, the gambler, 
who had flattered Major Larned with the idea 
of becoming Paymaster General, 6tood high 
in his report ( ! ) and seems to have possessed 
bis unbounded confidence. A superior officer 
who thus misleads the war Department in an 
official report as to his subordinates, and com- 
mits such a series of blunders, ought not to he 
allowed to trifle longer with the reputation of 
others, but should be promptly dismissed. 

This appears to be a very reasonable con- 
clusion. "We understand," says our neighbor 
of the Democrat, referring to the article above 
"that the facta asserted by Ahe Journal are 
sustained by documents which have been filed 
in the Department at Washington, and state 
mei tj of army officers who are personally cog- 
Snt of the facts. Let Secretary Stanton 
act ut>on this subject." Major Larned is also 
accused of procuring the appointment of citi 
zens of other States as paymasters of Ken- 
tuck?, thereby defrauding Kentucky of the 
privilege to which she is entitled under the 
esU'^'islied rule- of apportionment.

Lebanon, Ky., Feb. 24, 1863. 

If is a matter of regret to me that I am ne- 
cessitated to ask you to publish another com- 
munication from myself in relation to a report 
made by Lieut. Col. Boyle, of the 9th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, on the 5th of last January. It 
is always unpleasant to me to find fault with 
any one, or to become embroiled in a news- 
paper quarrel. Were it not for an article in 
your paper of the 19th instant, over the signa- 
ture of "Thomas Mahoney, of the 9th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry," I should add nothing to my 
former criticism. I do not propose to answer 
this man Mahoney. Officers of his own regi- 
ment inform me that this sagacious Lieutenant 
is not the author of the article. He is kind 
and obsequious in hU love for Boyle, 
"In Hll (he accoutremcut, coniplouient, aud cereinouy 

of It." 

He may dance when Boyle fiddles, but I must 
be permitted to say that I'd as soon hug Sas- 
cho Panza's ass 

"My dearest donkey, delight of mv ayes," Ac., 
as to fiddle for a man who is so impregnated 
with egotism and simplicity, and who is so 
excessively witty in his own estimation. And 
then, I'd be treating "Lt. Thomas Mahoney" 
wrongfully, since I do not doubt that Colonel 
Jacob deprived him of a pen at the same time 
ho sent an order for his sword. Tommy, it is 
glorious to see one's name in print, ain't it? 
Is it glorious to be under arrest? 

I stated in my first that Colonel noskins 
ordered the first reconnoissance toward Spring- 
field, which Boyle said was made without fur- 
ther orders than the Post Commandant sanc- 
tioning it when suggested by Halisy and him- 
self. Hoskins's Adjutant certifies to me that 
he gave a written order to Colonel Halisy, 
ordering him and Boyle to make a reconnois- 
sance towards Springfield on the 30lh of De- 
cember. Lieutenant Nell certifies that he 
carried verbal orders prior to this to Halisy 
ordering said reconnoissance. 

I stated that Halisy ,/../ net favor Hoskins's 
lying still in Lebanon, and when it was ascer- 
tained that Morgan had moved from Spring- 
field. I stated that Hilisy agreed to and 
heartily endorsed the plans of Col. lioskins 
as unfolded to him on the night of the 30th. 
Neither of these facts can he disputed. 

I stated, aud again state, that Boyle did not 
follow Morgan as rapidly as he could have 
done, and that he violently denounced "in- 
fantry colonels." 

1 asserted that Majors Gratz and Fidler did 
not favor Boyle 8 halting agaiust orders be- 
tween Green River and Columbia. I made 
this statement upon the written reports of 
Gratz and Fidler. Perhaps Gratz has made 
other statements to Col. Boyle. I do not 
doubt that he has, for he is a spectacled nui- 
sance and an embodiment of duplicity. He 
holds his position now against the direct and 
avowed wishes of every man and officer in the 
regiment, and is held by them to be what a 
Lieutenant reported him to Col. Halisy to bo 
when he so nimbly, gracefully, and elegantly 
left the battle-field near Springfield. Let it 
be as it may, he advised against the halt be 
has certified to Hoskins. 

I averred that, although Boyle's horses were 
broken down, he returned to Lebanon from 
Columbia against orders in a shorter time 
than he went to Columbia after Morgan, act- 
ing under orders. I do not retract this state- 
ment. 

I now assert that Boyle disobeyed orders 
given him by his legitimate commander in 
three distinct and several instances. First, in 
bis failure to leave Lebanon in the pursuit as 
soon as ordered. Hoskins sent an order to 
him on the night of the 31st, from the camp 
of the infantry, five miles from Lebanon, dear 
Thomas — Dear New Market, ordering him to 
join the pursuing force immediately. Lieut. 
Nell testifies that he found Boyle in bed — my 
gods! Tommy in bed! aint you indignant?— 
and delivered bis order to him at 11 o clock at 
night. Boyle left Lebanon at about 9 o'clock 
next morning! Second, in baiting before he 
arrived at Columbia. It will be noticed 
that no one denies that Boyle wa3 ordered to 
proceed to Columbia. No one denies that he 
disobeyed orders. If Fidler and Gratz did sanc- 
tion his halt, it does not prove that the halt 
was right. Third, in returning to Lebanon, 
in place of Campbellsville, as ordered by Hos- 
kins, he attempts to say that General Boyle 
justifies his return to Lebanon. I cannot be- 
lieve that so excellent a man as General Boyle 
would stultify himself by issuing one order to 
Hoskins, and another one to Col. Boyle. Gen. 
Boyle telegraphed to the force pursuing Mor- 
gan, if the pursuit was done, to fall back to 
the north side of Green Biver or to Campbells- 
ville. The force alluded to was that force be- 
longing to his department. To what depart- 
ment did Boyle belong? The effort to excuse 
this disobedience of orders is futile— simple. 

Lieut. Mahoney testifies that he had to break 
open Hoskins's door in order to see him at 
Green liiwr. Lieut. Manner certifies that 
Mahoney did no such thing, and found Hos- 
kins awake. 

Mahoney makes some wonderful discoveries 
in his researches. He is indignant because 
the infantry really failed to keep up with the 
cavalry ! Why didn't the infantry catch Mor- 
gan? My dear Tommy, the infantry beat 
your regiment to Columbia. 

Horses unfed and broken down! Perhaps! 
For broken down horses they travelled re- 
markably well when their heads were turned 
towards Lebanon and you had orders to halt 
at Campbellsville. Unfed! Whose fault was 
it? You left Lebanon after breakfast on the 
1st of January. Didn't you feed in Lebanon ? 
Why was your horses so much easier broken 
down than those belonging to the 6tb? 

You can't dissemble worth a fig! Why 
don't you openly and boldly show that you 
are only trying to ruin the prospects of one 
•vho has never yet disobeyed a legitimate order f 
One whose actions are supported by all who 
are intimately acquainted with them; one 
whose course during the Morgan raid is in- 
directly sustained by the report of General 
Gilbert and directly by orders from General 
Boyle, and whose conduct is in striking con- 
trast with that of Col. Boyle. 

I must say that I do not for a moment 
doubt the bravery and gallantry of the Uth 
cavalry. Its Colonel is one of the most polish 
ed, finished, and courageous officers in tne ser- 
vice. I am happy to say that I have many in 
tiinate friends in the regiment who are all 
that the country cou.d ask. I only mean to 
say that Boyle "may have been a man of wit 
yesterday but was discharged" when he penned 
his report, I do not tor a moment doubt hi: 
efficiency as an officer. It is only to be re 
gretled that his discretion was as great as bis 
bravery. 

Now, Lieut. Thomas Mahoney, a word to 
you. The uext time you fire your musket be 
certain what you are going to strike. "This 
musketry at blind-man's-buff" is dangerous. 
You hurt your friends. Don't, for the sake of 
poor Solomon's ghost, attempt to quote Shaks 
peare again. Reference to black bottles is 
dangerous. "The next time anybody gives 
you a suck they should wipe your mouth bet- 
ter. " You blab, your tongue's longer than 
your discretion. Men laboring under "cere 
oral excitement" always accuse those around 
thein of being in their own condition. Be 
ware of getting your name in print. And 
don't show your articles to your friends be- 
fore they are published.

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GENERAL ORDERS. 
Gen. Rosecrans, the commander of the Army 
of the Cumberland, has recently issued the fol- 
lowing orders: 

Headquarters Dei-'t of Cumberland, 
Murereksuoro, Tennessee, 
February 2», 1863. 

I. No adequate punishmeut has been hereto- 
fore inflicted, upon conviction, of the military 
offence of desertion. This calls for a deter- 
mined effort, on the part of the Commanding 
General, for its suppression. He, therefore, 
wishes it to be distinctly understood, by the 
officers and soldiers of tnis Department, that 
he expects a rigid adherence, upon the part of 
Courts-Martial, to the letter of tbe law; that 
its extreme penalty will be enforced in every 
case of desertion, as provided by the following 
Article of War: 

"XX. All officers and soldiers who have 
received pay, or have been duly enlisted in the 
service of the United Suites, and shall be con- 
victed of having deserted the same, shall 
suffer death, or such other punishment as, by 
a sentence of a Court-Martial, shall be in- 
flicted." 

II. The General Commanding will arrange 
and announce a Bystem by which a limited 
number of annual furloughs will be granted 
in each company, in rotation, to those non- 
commissioned officers and privates who, by 
meritorious conduct and soldierly bearing, 
deserve this special favor. Company and Reg- 
imental commanders are charged to strictly 
examine every application for leave, and 
recommend none but those worthy of this 
privilege. 

III. For the better transaction of the busi- 
ness of tbe Inspector General's Department, 
Inspectors are allowed the following clerks 
and orderlies: Each Corps Inspector, one clerk 
and two orderlies; each Division Inspector, 
one clerk and one orderly; each Brigade In- 
spector, one clerk. 

IV. officers assigned to duty in the Inspec- 
• -neral's Department shnll have no duty 
imposed upon them except that which pertains 
to their Department.

UNION MEETING IN GRAVES COUNTY. 
A large and enthusiastic meeting of tbe 
Union Democracy of Graves county, Ky., was 
held at the courthouse in Mayfiel 1 on tne 28th 
of February, on which occasion Crawford An- 
derson was chosen chairman, and W. A. 
Turner appointed secretary. 

The object of the meeting having been ex- 
plained, Col. Lucien Anderson, Samuel Wil- 
lett, A. A. Boswcll, J. A. Gee, and Jas. Cloyce 
were appointed a committee to draft resolu- 
tions, woo reported the following preamble 
and accompanying resolutions, which were 
adonted without a dissenting voice. 

Whereas, the Union Democracy of this 
county met in convention on the 16th day of 
June, 1862, and by resolution condemned both 
abolitionism and secessionism, ignoring all 
post political issues until the Constitution and 
Government set up by our fathers were res- 
cued from the foul whirlpool of revolution, 
recognizing alone that division existing be- 
tween patriots who desire to protect the Con- 
stitution and euforce the laws on tbe one side, 
and rebels who desire to overthrow both on 
tbe other ; # 

Past experience and observation have more 
Strongly confirmed us in the correctness of these 
resolutions. And now meeting again at the 
threshold of the approaching August election, 
and under tbe solemn responsibilities now 
imposed on us, we 

Resolve, That, in the late convention as- 
sembled at Frankfort on the 18th of February, 
we recognize the leaders and coworkers with 
conspirators who succeeded in breaking up the 
Democratic organization at Charleston as the 
first step in their programme, and who ma- 
terially aided in the elcctionAjf the present 
Chief Executive through the dissensions thus 
produced, and who have all the time given 
their influence and aid to that, tbe greatest 
despotism and iniquity of earth, known as 
the "Confederate States of America", with 
King Jefferson tbe First at its head. 

lt has confiscated the estates of its own cit- 
izens because they preferred the old Union. 

It has confiscated the estates of citizeus of 
the loyal States because of their residence. 

It has imprisoned for months in the most 
loathsome dungeon", without process of law 
or charges prelerred, non combatant citizens 
of tbe loyal States as well as of its own. 

It has trampled under foot the sacred right 
of the habeas corpus. 

It has ousted the eivil courts and trial by 
jury, and substituted irresponsible military 
tribunals, who have condemned to ignomin- 
ious death citizens, without notice and with- 
out tbe privilege of confronting the witnesses, 
and carried the sentence into execution within 
a few Injurs. 

It has broken down Uw and order, and in- 
troduced a reign of terror. Murder and assas- 
sination of the peaceful, defenceless citizen by 
those bearing its arms have been frequent. 

It bus unconstitutionally seized the private 
property of the citizen, and destroyed it with- 
out compensation. 

it has in tbe most despotic manner conscript- 
ed its people, surrounding tbe poor man's 
house with armed bands by night, and forcing 
him from bis suffering family into armed re- 
bellion against that government to which his 
devotion adhered, whilst tbe office-holder and 
wealthy owner of twenty negroes were en- 
tirely exempt from military duty. 

It has respected the rights of neither age, 
sex, uor condition. 

lt made war on the Federal Government 
without justification in the constitution or 
facts of the case, and when tbe rights of the 
citizens of the slaveholding Stales were per- 
fectly secure, and their slave property com- 
manding the highest prices ever known, with 
both Houses of Congress and the Supreme 
Court of the United States on tbeirside. Their 
security was ample until that majority was 
converted into a minority by the secession of 
several States. 

Ithos drenched the land in blood, sacrificed 
the lives of hundreds of thousands of tbe 
young and middle aged men of the nation, 
filled the country with shattered constitutions 
aud maimed men, covered the land with sad- 
ness, and entailed upon us and our posterity 
an exhausting public debt. 

Not content with these outrages and iniqui- 
ties, it invaded Kentucky for the purpose of 
subjugating her people, contrary to an over- 
whelming public sentiment as thrice expressed 
at the ballot-box — seized the arms of the State, 
|Kisses=ed a portion of ber territory, set up a 
hostile power called "the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Kentucky," levied unconstitutional 
nud burdensome taxes on her people, made 
war on the legitimate State Government, took 
her revenues, robber ber banks, citizens, and 
officers, murdered her people, burned their 
dwellings aud towns, and destroyed their rail- 
roads. 

For these wrongs and outrages done to Ken- 
tucky and ber people these men are and 
should justly be held responsible. 

These are the men that at the start de- 
nounced the Northern Democracy and Union 
men of Kentucky as abolitionists and Lin- 
colnites — these are tbe men who sought to 
carry Kentucky out of the Union by the bayo- 
net — these are the men in tbe first district 
who inaugurated the reign of terror, murdered 
and drove Union men from their homes — these 
are tbe men wbo sent committees to invite 
the Confederate troops into Kentucky — these 
are the men who sought a military alliance 
with tbe Confederate States, and Bought to 
despoil Kentucky of a portion of her territory, 
who sought to take the first district into the 
Southern Confederacy — these are the men 
who welcomed the invading hosts of Jeff 
Davis to the soil of Kentucky — these are the 
men who set up the Provisional Government 
of Kentucky. 

These are the men who subordinated their 
positions and offices under the legitimate 
State Government to the aid and behest of the 
Provisional Government. These are the men 
whose influence betrayed the young men of 
Kentucky into rebellion not only against the 
Federal Government but against the State 
that had given them birth and protection. 
These are the men whose past history is writ- 
ten in disloyalty aud treason, and are known 
to the loyal masses of Kentucky as totally 
unworthy of their confidence " or support. 
These are the men who contemptuously cast 
away tne name of "Democrat" for their more 
loved soubriquet of "Southern /tights Party," 
and now that their idol, the Provisional Gov- 
ernment is an entire failure, they hypocriti- 
cally assume tbe old cast-off name for the 
fraudulent purpose of getting control of the 
legitimate State Government which they 
have so fiercely denounced, for the treasonable 
purpose of carrying the State out of the Union 
into the embrace of the Southern harlot 
Loyal men can but regard this attempt as both 
wicked and humiliating. 

Resolved, That the action of Col. J. A. Gil- 
bert in dispersing a collection of these evil 
disposed men, traitors, and secessionists, wbo 
bod met in the Capital of this Commonwealth 
to conspire and plot treason and to offer sym- 
pathy and consolation to traitors, meets our 
hearty approbation, and the example which be 
has set ought to be followed by those entrusted 
with the duty of crushing out and putting 
down traitors, treason, and rebellion. ' 

Resolved, That we regard the radical confis- 
cation act of last July as unwise and impoli- 
tic, and the proclamation of the 1st of Janua- 
ry, 1863, as wholly unconstitutional and an 
outrage on tbe loyal men of all tbe slave 
States. Yet we can find no remedy for these 
evils in secession, but regard it as tbe imme- 
diate cause of all our curses. 

Resolved, That we have an unshaken faith 
in the conservatism and patriotism of the 
Northern people, and that in the past fall elec- 
tions the Union Democracy of Kentucky have 
a guaranty that this mighty host will still con- 
tinue to battle side by side with them for the 
preservation of tbe Constitution as it is and 
the Union as it was, in, and not out of tbe 
Union. 

Resolved, That secessionism and abolition- 
ism are twin causes and coworkers in the de- 
struction of the Government aud people. 
Armed treason is to be put down by bullets, 
moral treason by ballots. 

Resolved, That whilst we utterly repudiate 
and condemn the rebel leaders, we deeply 
sympathize with the masses of the seceded 
States, and when they shall manifest an in- 
clination to abandon their traitor leaders and 
no louger regard Jeff Davis a demigod, return 
to the old Union under tbe ample folds of its 
Constitution, we will hail them us a band of 
brothers with the warmest greeting. Then 
the Union Democracy of Kentucky, in con- 
junction with their brethren of the North, will 
be the first to step forward to secure a peace 
honorable alike to both parties, and to secure 
all constitutional rights und. equality as States, 
with ample protection of their property and 
institutions. 

Resolved, That whilst we desire peace in all 
the earnestness of, our nature, and would 
gladly espouse any honorable compromise, 
yet we are utterly opposed to any disintegra- 
tion of our territory, and denounce all men, 
no matter of what party who would make a 
peace based on separation, or who would seek 
or accept the intervention of any foreign 
power, as traitors, and deserving tbe severest 
condemnation for their treason. 

Resolved, That the time has come in Ken- 
tucky wheu no man should be permitted to run 
for, or hold office, make laws or administer 
tbe^same, unless he is straight-out for the Gov- 
ernment, and for putting down this infamous 
rebellion. 

Resoled, That the experience of tho last 
eighteen months has convinced us that traitors, 
although sworn, are not to be trusted in any 



position w,here they can exercise influence, for 
they will wield that influence in favor of 
traitors and the rebellion and against the 
government and Union men. The lost 
damning act of their infamy was in the acts 
and conduct of the traitorous Grand Jury 
empanelled at our last Circuit Court, which 
acts and proceedings we hereby denounce and 
hold up to the scorn and contempt of all 
truthful, law-abiding, honest men; and each 
of them must and shall be brought to justice 
and condign punishment inflicted on their 
guilty heads. 

Rmolttd, That we have men in our midst 
who have taken an oath to be true to the Con- 
stitution ami laws of the United States, and 
the State of Kentucky, who on all occasions, 
when tbey can do so without being caught in 
tbe act, traitorously endeavor to poison the 
public mind against the Government and seek 
to destroy its currency by wilfnlly telling the 
people falsehoods concerning the' true state of 
affairs; these men are known to us. and when 
we see them walking our streets, we feel and 
know that they are moving masses of political 
corruption and crime, deserving tbe scorn and 
contempt of all honorable men, yet these 
fiends m human shape have the audacity to 
claim equal rights and privileges with honest, 
upright Union men, and are endeavoring to 
control the people whom they have already 
betrayed and deceived. 

Resolved, That we endorse the firm and pa- 
triotic course of the Louisville Journal, and 
Democrat, sineo the outbreak of the present 
rebellion. 

Resolved, That all good Union men are ap- 
pointed delegates to attend the Convention of 
the Union Democracy, to be held in the city of 
Louisville on the 18tb of March, and they are 
instructed to support no man for office in said 
Convention whose loyalty to the Government 
is not firm and unfaltering. 

Resolved. That the Louisville Journal, the 
Louisville Democrat, the Frankfort Common- 
wealth, the Chicago Times, and Cincinnati 
Enquirer be requested to publish the proceed- 
ings of this meeting.

CAPTURE OF REBELS. 
Russkllvilli, Ky., March 3, 1863. 

Last night a scouting party was sent out 
from' this post to hunt up guerillas, and to 
ascertain what wus going on among the rebel- 
lious people of Ibis county. Tbe soldiers com- 
posing tne detachment were from tbe Jiith 
Kentucky infantry and 8>h Kentucky cavalry. 
Being well acquainted with the whole coun- 
try aud tbe secesb haunts of the rebels, they 
succeeded in capturing six as mean traitors as 
ever took a horse, burned a bridge, or shot a 
white man. Four of the individuals — bv the 
name of John Lisle, William Lisle, W. Z. 
Finch, and W. J. Willie — were captured at 
the house of tbe paternal ancester of the 
aforesaid Lisle (a terrible old rebel), about 
three miles from this place, on the Nash- 
ville turnpike, where they had congregated 
beyond doubt, to concoct some of their devil- 
ish schemes, and plot treason against tbe Gov- 
ernment, and destruction to railroad bridges, 
depots, aud trains, and possibly to debate the 
question, "Is it better to burn mules when a 
train is captured containing them or try to 
run them off?" 

The two Lisles and Finch acknowledge 
they are, or were, soldiers in the Confederate 
army, and one (John) claims to be here by 
Confederate authority to hunt up deserters. 

It is but justice to Willis to sny that be de- 
clares himself a Union man and a refugee 
from Texas, but it does seem strange that a 
Unionist should consort with such rebels as 
he was found in company with — men wbo 
ever, while prisoners, openly boast of their 
traitorous deeds. These men fire not deficient 
in discipline. Near the house where they 
were found they had their horses hitched, sad- 
dled, aud bridled, ready for instant flight 
They also ha 1 a sentinel posted to give the 
alarm in case of an attack, and, indeed, mode 
desperate efforts to escape when assured our 
men were near. John Lisle hud nearly reach- 
ed his horse when a pistol ball suddenly com- 
menced exploring the region between his 
scalp and skull and brought him to the ground, 
and another ball took off two or three of his 
lingers. The wounds are not dangerous. One 
of the Federals, private Cbasteen, company B, 
26th Kentucky, was severely wounded in the 
neck by a shot fired by n soldier of the 8th 
Kentucky cavalry. It being dark, Cbasteen 
was mistaken fur a rebel, and consequently 
received that which richly belonged to some 
one else. 

The other prisoners, Johnson and Poindex- 
ter, both of whom admit they have bten in 
the rebel service, were captured at another 
plaeej wtibbteT resistance. 

This county swarms with returned rebel 
soldiers, and the question very naturally arise s, 
for wliut are they here? Certainly not for 
good. As well might we think tbe Devil took 
Christ on the mountain for a boly purpose. 
What is tbe use of catching these fellows If 
they are to be released upon taking an oath of 
allegiance? They are not mindful of it— do 
not regard it us obligatory — and. in fact, in 
their education it is merely an idle form by 
which they secure liberty and the means of 
committing other crimes. * 

Our Western Navy. — At St. Louis, at the 
present time, Mr. Eads has six Monitors under 
construction. Two of them, tbe Osage and 
Neosho, have been launched recently, and two 
others, tbe Chickasaw and Kicknpoo, are being 
built for the contractors. Tbe remaining two, 
Milwaukie and Winnebago, are in an advanced 
state. 

The Osage and Neosho are sister vessels, the 
former to be ready in twenty days and the lat- 
ter in thirty. Tbey are 165 feet in length; 65 
feet beam ; draw, when armament is on board, 
i\i feet; turret of plutes 9 inches in thick- 
ness; deck plated aud arched decks; engines 
protected, and built in 24 water-tight com- 
partments; wheel in recess; capable of mak- 
ing seven miles an hour up stream; carries 
two eleven-inch columbiads to fight fore and 
aft, guns sweeping the horizon within sixteen 
degrees; very formidable and compact; cost 
$200,000. 

The Winnebago and Milwaukie are boats 
of a different class, and iu fact larger and more 
complete than any Monitor yet launched. 
The former is to be ready in sixty days aud 
the latter in seventy-five. They are in length 
239 feet, breadth 56, draft 6 feet, two engiues 
and four propellers, covered by a bood astern. 
Like the two above mentioned, are of iron 
throughout, presenting but a very small tar- 
get above water line. Engines, boilers, and 
magazines all below deck. 

bach of them is to be fitted with two tur- 
rets. One of these turrets is after the design 
of Mr. Ericsson, and tbe other is upon a new 
principle and adaptation of Mr. Kads, and will 
no doubt be a startling advance in naval war- 
fare. The peculiarity of this new turret is in 
loading the gun below deck — in having a port- 
bole the size of the gun-muzzle Only, closed 
except during the discharges, and admitting 
of an elevation of twenty-live degrees and a 
depression of five. The tower of nine-inch 
plates is not only rotary, but the interior plat- 
form or bed is elevated or depressed by 6team 
power at each successive d stlnrgeof the guns, 
SO as to leave little or nu margin lor casualties. 
Altogether these are tli" ir.osi formidable war 
vessels yet produced. Thau coat will be about 
$320,000. 

Tbe Chickasaw and Kickapoo are to be com- 
pleted, the former in ninety and tbe latter in 
a hundred days. Tbey are tbe same, in gene- 
ral construction, as those just described, ex- 
cept that tbey will be furnished with two tur- 
rets of the Ericsson pattern each. Like them, 
also, they will carry four eleven-inch colum- 
biads; w ill make six miles an hour against 
current. They are also protected against 
plunging shot in a manner quite remarkable. 
The interior arrangements are such as to allow 
of compact and comfortable quarters during 
action. The iron of which they are built ana 
covered is the tough Missouri bloom, rolled at 
Portsmouth, O. The plating for the sides of 
the bulls above and below tbe water line is 
three and a half inches, at a very near angle 
with the water surlace. There is no probabil- 
ity of the hulls being pierced by any projec- 
tiles now in use.

UNION CONVENTION'. 

At a meeting of the Union members of the 
legislature, in the House of Representatives, 
on Monday evening, Feb. 16th, 1863, on mo- 
tion, Hon. Joseph Underwood was called to the 
Chair, and John B. Bruner appointed Secre- 
tary. 

After a free arxj'full consultation, it is rec- 
ommended to the Union Democracy of Ken- 
tucky that they assemble in convention, 
through their delegates, in the city of Louis- 
ville, on the 18th day of March next, and noin 
iuate suitable persons as candidates to till the 
various State offices, to be chosen at the next 
August election. It is further recommended 
that the people meet, at some convenient time 
and place, in their respective counties, and ap- 
point delegates to represent them in the con 
vention.

The editor of the Journal still adheres to the 
position that tho dispersion of ;he late r-onven- 
tion at Frankfort by the military was all right 
and proper. We regret that he dot- When 
it ia admitted that no t lass of men have a right 
to contrive way s and means to place Kentucky 
in the rubellion, the MM not. met.

It is met exactly; for our neighbor himself 
has admitted that the "'class of men " who 
composed " the late convention at Frankfort " 
assembled " to contrive ways and means to 
place Kentucky in the rebellion." Witness 
the following language of our neighbor: 

We believe, however, that the convention 
was gotten up in aid of secession purposes; for 
it assumed the name of ihe Democratic party 
as a cloak to its designs, hoping thus to mis 
lead the people. Under the disguise of this 
houored name, its leaders and those who pro- 
posed to inaugurate this movement to benefit 
the South and take Kentucky out of the Un- 
ion, hoped to gull the unsuspecting, law-abid- 
iue citizens, who are tired of the abuses of the 
Administration in the conduct of this war. 

Our neighbor also declared, in the same 
article from which we take this extract, 
"that the squad of secessionists assembled 
at Frankfort on the 18th inst., under the 
name of 'Democracy,' were but the sup- 
porters and sympathizers of the rebellion." 
Such was notoriously the true character of 
the convention. Consequently, the conven- 
tion itself was an overt act. It was composed 
of notorious secessionists, the bare assembling 
of whom, with the avowed purpose of plotting 
for the offices of the State, constituted active 
hostility to the government. Secessionists 
have no more right peaceably to assemble 
with the avowed purpose of plotting for office 
than they have peaceably to stand for office. 
Loyal men have an unquestionable right to do 
both ; but secessionists, being public enemies 
at heart, have no right to do the one or the 
other in a State which is the theatre of war, 
and in such a State the military authorities 
have an unquestionable right to deal with se- 
cessionists who do either, for the reason that 
the doing of either by secessionists is an ac 
tive manifestation of the public enmity they 
cherish. This is as we conceive the law and 
philosophy of the whole matter. So long as 
the secessionists of Kentucky do not act upon 
their opinions, they are entitled to be left 
unmolested and to be protected; but, the 
moment they proceed to carry their opin- 
ions into effect, whether by standing for 
office or by plotting for office or by taking 
up arms or by giving information to the 
enemy or by any other means, they vol 
untary come out from the lawful shelter of 
non-combatant enemies, and are liable to be 
dealt with as active enemies within the sphere 
of military operations. If the secessionists 
of Kentucky desire to remain unmolest 
ed and protected, let them keep their 
opinions to themselves, and behave ii 
all other respects as becomes non-com 
batant enemies on the theatre of war; 
for, if they do not, most certainly they will 
be neither protected nor unmolested. On this 
point the policy of the loyal men of Kentucky 
was determined when the secession armies 
first invaded the State, and the policy has 
been resolutely but generously adhered to 
ever since. It will not be departed from now 
But our neighbor of the Democrat, not con- 
tent with asserting the right of the secession- 
ists of Kentucky to organize and plot for the 
advancement of the rebellion, at length round 
ly declares himself in favor of recognizing the 
secessionists as a legitimate party, and of per- 
mitting them to stand for office. He says: 

What was to be lost by letting the conven- 
tion proceed? Two years ago we bad free 
elections, and the Southern Rights party re- 
turned only twenty-six members of the Legis- 
lature out of one hundred. What reason have 
we to tear :t free election now ? The people 
of this State occupy the same position now 
they did two years ago. They were for the 
Union then, and they are so now. They were 
against abolitionism then, and are against it 
now. Why not, then, trust the people iu this 
matter? 

* » • * • 

The ballot-box is ample security against 
secession in this State, and if this convention 
did rai into that heresy, it would only have 
shown i's weakness. Now they will 3ay that 
we are. afraid to let the whole people speak, 
and cite this case to prove it. For our own 
part, we don't expect to save the goi eminent 
either of the State or of the Union against 
popular suffrage. If it is not to be trusted in 
a fair contest, we are overboard, and free gov- 
ernment is a failure. We had as well confess 
the truth now and save trouble. 

This is certainly very remarkable language 
for our neighbor to use. We indeed hardly 
know how fitly to answer it. In our hesita- 
tion, we shall allow our neighbor himself to 
answer it. During the canvass which preceded 
the last August election, our neighbor, touch- 
ing upon this very point, said: 

It iB an error to suppose that we have any 
political parties in Kentucky, iu the well-un- 
derstood sense of the term in this country. 
Political parties differ on the question as to 
how the government shall be administered. 
All sueh parties have, up to this time, been 
supporters of the government itself. Now we 
have the State for the government, and a fac- 
tion struggling to destroy it. This latter class 
cannot be recognized as a legitimate party 
No community can tolerate a faction of en- 
emies to its government. The cant about 
freedom of speech is out of place. A govern- 
ment can't protect men striving to destroy it. 

Referring subsequently to the point during 
the same canvass, our neighbor said: 

We want these secesh to consider the case a 
little. They have resorted to the ballot-box 
several times, and got the verdict of Kentucky 
against them. They and their allies appealed 
to the sword, and if they can succeed, they 
can hold office in Kentucky, not otherwise. 

Their faction has called in foreign aid. They 
are.to-day carrying fire and sword to the homes 
of Kentuckians, and yet they want offices in 
this State by the poll-books. They have tried 
to overrule the verdict of the ballot-box by 
force, and can't appeal to the former again If 
they oan hold office by force, they will have 
the right of revolution. They can have no 
other ngnt to office in Kentucky. Disloval 
men can t hold office in this State; and it is 
their own fault that they can t. Thev have , 
undertaken by the sword to defy the laws of 
. the State, and to change her constitutional 
status, and have no right under her constitu- 
tion.

And when several days 'ago, dc°niing from 
cur neighbor's fierce denunciation of the dis- 
persion of the rebel convention that he had 
possibly forgotten the explicit and emphatic 
declarations of which the declarations ubove 
but samples, we ventured to republish 
some of tt*m by way of a reminder, he 
promptly came back upon us with this vehe- 
ment re-affirmation of them all: 

The Journal is at quite unnecessary trouble 
n quoting from the columns of the Democrat 
to show its views in regard to the organiza- 
tion of the secession party in Kentucky. We 
have always opposed it. We are for the Union, 
the Constitution, and our benign Government, 
and against all of the enemies of either. We 
have opposed secession in every form. Those 
who are not for us are against us. They have 
no claim to our sympathy and protection. If 
they are seeking to destroy the Government 
under which they live, and arc conspiring with 
its enemies against it, they deserve to be ban- 
ished from our borders. Let them cast their 
lot with those they are seeking to benefit, and 
not remain among us, cursing and abusing 
Kentucky for her loyalty while enjoying her 
hospitality. They forfeit all claim to protec- 
tion, being identical in purpose with those 
who have gone to the South to unite with 
Kentucky's enemies in a raid upon her soil. 
We have often said that where citizens were 
enjoying the protection of the government 
and abusing Kentucky without Btiut because 
of her attachment to the Union, they deserved 
to be mu3tered below the lines and not per- 
mitted to share the benefits of her proud posi- 
tion. 

• •••••• 

And bow. for the benefit of the Journal, we 
repeat that none but loyal men should, in our 
opinion, be permitted to stand for office in 
Kentucky. If they are against the State and 
Federal Governments, they should hold no 
office under either. If they desire office for 
the purpose of carrying Kentucky into the 
Southern Confederacy, they are our worst 
enemies. 

Our neighbor said this a little upwards of a 
week ago. Now he says that he doesn't "ex 
pect to save the government either" of the 
State or of the Union against popular suf- 
frage," and that "if it is not to be trusted in a 
fair contest, we are overboard, and free gov 
ernment is a failure." That is to say, our 
neighbor now declares himself in favor of 
recognizing the secessionists of Kentucky

The. position of Ken- 
tucky as an actual member of the Union, 
though hers by right and by choice, has been 
and is maintained by her strong right arm 
Kentucky has purchased her own and is de 
fending it with the blood of her gallant sons 
The position thus achieved and thus preserved 
she treasures a3 a pearl without price. Sh 
would be ignoble indeed if she did not. But she 
does. She cherishes it as she does herown hon- 
or. She has called upon her 3ons to offer their 
lives in its defence. And they have joyfully 
obeyed the call. Yet our neighbor, while 
these brave sons of Kentucky arc perilling their 
lives in the field, would give the uuarmed allies 
of the enemy an equal chance at the ballot-box 
and, if they can but manage to show a formal 
majority, he would have us, like the base 
Judean, throw away this pearl, blood-bought, 
and richer than all our tribe. In the presence 
of the new-made graves of the Kentuckians 
slain in the defence of their country, and with 
forty thousand Kentuckians now in arms under 
the banner of the Union, our neighbor woul 
have the question as to whether Kentucky 
shall join the rebellion or not decided at the 
polls.

>'e advise the radicals to die easy, for 
die they must. Their time is up. Whatever 
schemes may be devised for prolonging power

But, alas, the corrup- 
tions of the party now in power are confessed 
to exceed all in former history a hundred fold 
There were those who were dissatisfied with 
the treatment of the incipient rebellion by the 
former Administration, but alas! the present 
Administration has not been any more suc- 
cessful in satisfying the people. It is useless 
to argue why or how the change has taken 
place in the public miad. Enough that it has 
taken place, and, now that the radical Con- 
gress is no more, Mr. Lincoln stands alone as 
the Executive head of the people, and must 
either lose their confidence entirely or listen 
to their expressed will and place himself in 
accord with them.

It is of the highest importance that 
the Government should be the voice of the 
people. That voice is now against all the 
measures of the radical party. Mr. Lincoln 
is perhaps so surrounded by the radical men 
that be regards their voice as that of the peo- 
ple. He will soon have the opportunity of 
hearing with more distinctness the real senti- 
ments of the loyal men of America. We 
have some hope that the adjourument of Con- 
gress will yet be followed by a total change 
of measures and men. But of the duty of 
conservative men there ia no reasonable 
doubt. Be calm and wise. Let not 
the fury of radicalism provoke to vio- 
lence. It is surely easy to submit a while 
to all this flood of abuse, vilifying, slander, 
and malice, which is but the expiring breath 
of a badly diseased and corrupt party, when 
we reflect that the future is to be one of resto- 
ration by wise builders. Stand firm by the 
government of the United States as created 
by the constitution. Revolution is the plot 
and the hope of the radicals. It is our duty 
to sustain the pillars of the government. 
There is no hope for us but in this. The State 
of Kentucky, the State of Now York, the 
State of Illinois, the State of Massachusetts, 
all the States, arc the stones of the temple! 
The whole fabric stands on one foundation 
and that must be preserved. Every proposal 
to disunite and die as a nation must be re- 
sisted.

Mexican" Affair. 1 " in Fbavcs.— inc ma 
In which the Mexican qu'/sliouJias af last been 
brought up in the French Corps Legislatif is 
important and significant. It appears, accord- 
ing to the New York Times, that the opposi- 
tion attached an amendment to the address 
relative to Mexico, which sought to discover 
the motives for the Mexican expedition. Those 
supporting the amendment denounced tire-ex- 
pedition as having its origin in the swindling 
operation of the Swiss banker, M. Jecker. 
•M. Picard maintained that the ejeped'tion 
must have an unfortunate i^sue, and would 
not save Mexico from falling into the hands 
of the United States, but must expedite that 
result. This member demanded, what many 
others high ia office have desired during the 
past year, na nely, a solution of the enigma 
presented by the French invasion of Mexico. 
It also appears that M. Jules Favrc, the leader 
of what are termed the "five independent 
members'" of the Legislative Assembly, was 
not satisfied with the amendment of the Op- 
position because it is not strong enough in its 
condemnation of the raid upon Mexico. M. 
Favre openly and boldly accused the Govern- 
ment of having concealed the truth in its ac- 
count of the conversation between M. Thou- 
venel and Lord Cowley. He denounced the 
Jecker affair, stating that the English Min- 
ister had stigmatized it as a robbery, and 
therefore no astonishment could be felt at the 
French ultimatum having caused the with- 
drawal of England and Spain. He said that 
"the army of France should not be rashly en 
gaged in undefined and adventurous expedi 
tions; neither onr interests nor our principles 
require us to go and see what sort of govern- 
ment the Mexican people desire." He disa- 
vowed, in the name of principle and interna- 
tional law, the war against Mexico. "It will 
always be unfortunate," said the distinguished 
avocat, "even after the taking of the City of 
Mexico, for Juarez would continue the war in 
the French provinces. To get to Orizaba has 
already cost 104,000,000 francs, and lo go 
further than Mexico the treasure of France 
would not suffice." M. Favre concluded his 
remarks by saying that he could not associate 
himself with a war undertaken upon menda- 
cious information. 

Baron Jerome David undertook to reply to 
this attack of the Opposition, by stating that 
the expedition was justified by the insults and 
injuries sustained by French subjects, for all 
of which the national honor demanded repar- 
ation. The next day, M. Billault followed 
Baron David in support of the Emperor's poli- 
cy. This distinguished exponent and defender 
of the Emperor's measures warmly protested 
against the course of the Opposition, and es- 
pecially did he attempt to controvert the 
remarks of M. Jules Favre. But he constantly 
harped upon the old and obsolete issues that 
Juarez has broken faith with France and ill- 
treated French-citizens; that Jeck«r is a man 
of integrity and his claim valid. Further- 
more, M. Billault declared very distinctly that 
France could not draw back. 

This debate in the French Chambers devel 
opes several curious and noteworthy facts. 
Iu the first place, we find the startling fact 
that a powerful organization of independents 
anil conservatives has come out openly, de- 
cidedly, and boldly, in opposition to the policy 
of the Emperor in Mexico. In the next place, 
we find that in this important debate the most 
promiuent point in the Emperor's policy — that 
avowed in his letter to Gen. Forey, July 3, 
1862, relative to the extension of American 
influence and interests on this Coutinent- 
was entirely ignored by the party represent- 
ing the Emperor. This party justifies the ex 
pedition wholly on Ibc ground that French 
houor demands reparation for injuries and in- 
sults to Frenoh citizens in Mexico. It has 
been patent to all the world that the French 
residents in Mexico, as a body, have dis- 
avowed any such treatment on the part of the 
Mexicans, and their protests against the in- 
vasion of the French, and the policy of Na- 
poleon iu that country, have been published 
Another important fact is, that the Opposi- 
tion, even while denouncing the expedition, 
and exposing the amount it has already cost to 
reach Orizaba, counts on a greater degree of 
success to French arm3 than they have as yet 
reached, or are likely to reach. According to 
the debate, all parties appear to rest in the 
belief that the French expedition now afoot in 
Mexico will at least be able to conquer its 
way to the Capital, enter and hold it. Julc 
Favre already speaks of the surroundiu 
States as French Provinces. "Juarez," h 
says, "after the taking of the City of Mexico 
would continue the war in the French Prov 
inces." 

According to the latest advices, Feb. 1 
from Mexico, the French army has practically 
made but little advance beyond Orizaba, and 
the prospect wo3 that the expedition would 
prove a total failure before it reached Puebla 
When this state of affairs is fully realized in 
France, it will not tend to allay the excite- 
ment that has begun to manifest itself there 
relative to the invasion of Mexico. The 
Mexican question is so nearly allied to our 
own interests, and it has now become so im 
portant with the great Powers, that its pro 
gress is very naturally watched with the 
greatest interest. 

Conway Repudiated at Home. — The Legis 
lature of Kansas has adopted resolutions, re- 
questing Martin F. Conway, Representative 
in Congress, to resign his seat. The occasion 
of this is bis presentation of a scries of reso 
lutions in Congress, distinctly asserting the 
inability of the government to put down the 
rebellion, and looking to a recognition of the 
Confederacy, in doing which, says the resolu 
tions adopted by the Legislature* "he has be 
trayed the confidence reposed in him by the 
brave, loyal, and trusting people of Kansas, 
who have responded to the call of their coun 
try as meu never did before, and have poured 
out their life-blood like water, upon many 
hard-fonght battle-field, who chose him to 
represent them while the rebellion was raging, 
and when there could be no misunderstand- 
ing that their almost unanimous sentiment 
was for a most energetic and unyielding pros- 
ecution of the war, until every vestige of re- 
bellion was crushed out, aud order and Union 
securely restored; and that they would regard 
as worse than a traitor him who should coun- 
sel or hint at an abandonment of the conflict, 
or a truce to the insurgents, before the great 
end of the contest was accomplished." 

Exchange.

Bg^A bill passed Congre33 for the reorgan- 
ization of the Court of Claim?, which pro 
rides that its decisions shall be final, with an 
appeal to the Supreme Court in cases where 
a larper 3um than three thousand dollars is in- 
volved, authorizes the appointment of two 
additional judges, and empowers the Presi- 
dent to appoint a presiding justice. It is 
hoped that this new tribunal will be the meanB 
of serving more promptly than heretofore the 
just rights of claimants, and guard the public 
interests more effectually than has been the 
case under the system of Congressional legis- 
lation upon public claims. 

Bt^rA bill was defeated in the Senate, the 
passage of which would have prolonged the 
war indefinitely by supplying the rebels with 
cash, food, and raiment. It was proposed that 
agents should be appointed in the rebel States 
to collect and purchase property and pay for 
it in Northern products. This scheme would 
have made the Government a gigantic specu- 
lator and opened the door to innumerable 
fraud3, while it would have supplied the Con- 
federacy with all the articles of which it now 
stands most in neod.

A Disastbr at Fkankun, Tenn.— We have 
intelligence by telegraph this morning of a 
reverse nt Franklin, Tenn. General Gilbert, 
or the Federal commander there, whoever he 
may have been, was drawn into a trap set by 
Van Dorn, on Thursday, nibbling at the bait 
most readily. The Nashville papers of yester- 
day give an account of the skirmish which 
preceded the defeat, but the telegraph furnishes 
the details. The papers inform us that the 
enemy, under Van Dorn, advanced toward 
Franklin on Wednesday. The Federal troops 
also advanced six miles, and Van Dorn was 
driven back. Two men were wounded on our 
side, and the rebels lost thirteen in killed and 
wounded. The fight was renewed early yes- 
terday, with the result indicated by telegraph 

Tin VicKSBCRf; Cct-ofk. — A letter published 
in the Mobile Tribune, and said to be written 
by Col. Angamar, of the Confederate service, 
thinks that the attempt to divert the Missis- 
sippi river away from Vicksburg will prove a 
failure. The reason given for this opinion is,that, 
when a few years since the river rose to an 
unprecedented height, a crevasse occurred 
about thirteen miles above Vicksburg, and the 
water ran with great force through that part 
of the country back of the citv and came out 
about a mile below it, but, tnough the breach 
was not closed, when the waters subsided the 
river returned to its old bed, and so it is be- 
lieved that the canal cut by the Union troops 
will not accomplish its object. The cause 
of this phenomenon is stated to be, that, 
below the alluvial soil 13 a layer of stiff 
blue clay, which the action of the water, can- 
not wash away ; but below the clay, which is 
six to nine feet below the surface and seven to 
ten feet thick, comes the quicksand, and it is 
only when the water begins to contend with 
the latter that there is danger of abrasion by 
the action of the current upon it. It is there- 
fore argued that the canal should have been 
cut deep enough to reach the strata of qnick- 
sand and then the Mississippi would certainly 
have cut its way through the channel opened 
and left Vicksburg an inland city. 

We do not believe the geological knowledge 
of the Union engineers has been eo much at 
fault as to overlook these facts; indeed, the 
work on the canal was delayed essentially by 
overcoming the very difficulty suggested. The 
negroes as they dug into the clay found the 
water percolating through the dam so fast as 
almost to stop their work. But an account ot 
the project tells us that when a sufficient depth 
had been attained it was proposed to admit the 
water and float the gunboats and transports 
through. The primary object of the cut-off 
would then be gained, and the ultimate pur- 
pose would be accomplished as soon as dredg- 
ing machines could be spared to clear away 
the residue of the clayey bottom and introduce 
the father of waters to the quicksand beneath. 
We are therefore inclined to think that the 
strictures of the Mobile correspondent arc of 
very little importance. 

A Skirmish ox Harpktu River.— We learn ] 
from the Nashville Union that Col. Johnson's 
First East Tennessee Cavalry had a skirmish 
with Col. Rogers' command, on Harpeth river, I 
near Chapel Hill, Tenn., on Wednesday, the 
4th inst., and killed twelve, wounded and cap- 
tured seventy-two. and all the horses and am- 
munition, and brought them to Nashville on I 
Thursday and delivered them over to the Pro- 
vost Marshal. Majors Burkhart and Macv 
were in command, and had only twenty-three I 
men in the engagement, not one of whom | 
were injured. 

Tbk Citv Election. —The annual election 
for city officers will take place on the first 
Monday in April, and it is important that ju- 
dicious selections be made. Several candi- 
dates for the Mayalty have already been an- 
nounced, and we insert in our columns this 
morning a very flattering call upon W. B

High-priced Tobacco. — Although our quo- 
tations for tobacco in a general way are some- 
what lower to-day, unusually high prices were 
paid in some instances at the new Louisville 
Warehouse. The crop of Mr. Ishain Gregory, 
of Christian county, embracing four hogsheads, 
one of which was lugs, sold at an average of 
44, and two hogsheads of Hart county to- 
bacco, grown by Mr. J. P. Cox, sold respect- 
ively at $32 and $38 per hundred pounds. 

More Trouble on the Cumberland.— The 
rebels have become troublesome again on the 
Cumberland river. We had an intimation by 
telegraph a day or two ago that a rebel force 
had gone in the direction of Harpeth Shoals, 
to intercept steamers in the Federal service. 
The steamer St. Cloud, which arrived at this 
port yesterday, was fired into at Beusytown 
on Tuesday, receiving no less than seventy 
shots. No one was hurt on board. 



The Philadelphia Press is justified in brag- 
ging a little about the Quaker City for its ad- 
vantages over cities in resr>ect of room and ac- 
commodation. With 600,000 inhabitants, it 
has '.U.OOO dwelling houses within the limits 
wt Philadelphia in which to keep them, an av- 
erage of six to each house. It has no tenement 
houses, which disgrace New York. Three 
hundred and forty-six miles of water mains 
furnish the people with water, and five hun 
dred and twenty-eight miles of gaspipe sup- 
plies them with light.

The artillery 
and cavalry got off safelv. No reinforcements 
from Gen. Gilbert at Krauklin reached the 

There are seven Federal 
Riments at that place. Van Dorn is reported 
to have la.uOu men in his commaud. 

La'er.— Further details of the fight at Frank- 
n yesterday are received. Five regiments of 
nl'antry, one battery of the 18th Ohio, with 
the 9th Pennsylvania and 2d Michigan caval- 
y, all under command of Col. Coburn, par- 
ipated. The 33d Indiana advanced on 
Spring Hill on the -llh inst. Several spirited 
skirmishes occurred during the dav, our troops 
imping four miles distant. On" the 5th the 
movement was renewed, tbe rebels falling 
back in apparent disorder on Thompson's Sta- 
tion. Here they suddenly opened on our rear 
with three batteries tyi different points, aud 
at th« same time appeared on each liank in 
greatly superior force. The unequal conflict 
was maintained with great determination, 
with heavy loss on both sides, but finally re- 
sulted unfortunately to our troops, the largest 
part of the 33d Indiana, 19th Michigan, 22d 
Wisconsin, and 85th Indiana, with mo9t of 
their commissioned officers, being captured. 
Our artillery and cavalry were successfully 
withdrawn, The 124th Ohio was out, but re- 
turned without loss. 

Ml <|uiet to-day. The rebels have fallen 
ack.

Washington, March 5.

Detkoit, Micb., March 0. 
A negro who had committed an outrage 
upou a young girl was being taken from the 
court-room to jail under escort of the military 
this afternoon, when an attempt to rescue him 
was made by a gang of rowdies. The crowd 
was fired upon, killing one man and wound 
ing several. Being toiled in the attempt to 
get possession of the negro, the mob perpe- 
trated most horrible outrages upon the col- 
ored people residing in the vicinity of the jail. 
Houses were gutted and burned and the in- 
mates maltreated, and in many instances 
killed. Ten or fifteen lives have already been 
lost and as many houses burned. All tbe 
available military force is here, and a regi- 
ment in the iuterior of the State has been sent 
for. A vigorous attempt is now being made to 
quell the mob. 

Washington, March 6.

UNION MEETING IN MARION COUNTY. 
Pursuant to a call of the Ceutral Democratic 
Union Committee for Marion county, a large 
assembly of enthusiastic Unionists met in 
convention at Lebanon, on the 2d inst., for 
the purpose of appointing delegates to attend 
the Union convention to be held in Louisville 
on the ISth inst. Dr. G. is. Forrest was called 
to tbe Chair, and James M. Fidler selected as 
Secretary. 

Judge R. A. Burton moved that a commit- 
tee of five be appointed to draft resolutions 
expressive of the sense of the meeting. Mo- 
tion carried. 

The ('hair appointed Messrs. B. N. Penick, 
F. B. Merrimee, W. P. Beauchamp, Felix G. 
PhHlips, and R. A. Burton on this committee. 

After being absent for some time, the com- 
mittee reported back two sets of resolutions — 
a majority report signed by Messrs. Penick, 
Merrimee, Phillips, and Beauchamp, and a 
minoritv report by Judge Burton. 

Mr. Merrimee moved that the minority re- 
virt "lie on the table." Upon tbis motion a 
ennthv debate ensued between Messrs. Merri- 
mep, Penick. and Fidler for the affirmative, 
and Messrs Burton and Woods for the nega- 
tive. Merrimee's motion was carried al nost 
unanimously. 

The majority report coming up, Mr. T.C. 
Woods moved as an amendment a resolution 
(not in the posessionjif the secretary) recom- 
mending "a cessation of hostilities" — au ar- 
mistice unqualified. This amendment was 
largely voted down. 

The majority report, which is as follows, 
was then adopted, with but lew dissenting 
voices : 

We, the people of Marion county, assembled 
for the purpose of appointing delegates to the 
Union Democratic Convention, to assemble in 
Louisville on the 18th inst., deem it fit to de- 
clare anew our devotion to the Constitution of 
the Federal Union; therefore — 

Retolred, That we are, as we have ever been, 
unalterably opposed to secession and rebellion 
and to all of the wicked and unconstitutional 
acts of the present Administration and fanat- 
ical party now in power. 

Resolved, That we adopt the spirit and mean 
ing of the resolutions published in the Journal 
of the 2d of March, as having been passed by 
the General Assembly of Kentucky. 

The following men were then selected to re 
present Marion county in the convention of 
the 18lh iust., viz: Hon. B. Spalding, J. G. 
Phillips, Sr.. C. S. Hill, Dr. Forrest, F. B. 
Merrimee, J. M. Fidler, D. S. Colgan, B. N. 
Penick, E. G. Martin, James Logan, S. S. 
Montgomery, John Mooser, G. W. Gruudy, 
Wm. Burks, M. P. Drye, Jos. Allen, Thomas

Salee of about 150 
hhds tine and select Clarksville have l*eu made during 
last month at 32Sc, .tie, 3'.c 36c, and 36.Sc. The heavier 
erndes of the new crop will not reach here in quanti- 
ties till about the month of May ; and as contingencies 
threaten to arise, and partially already exist, which 
may make it daugeruus. difficult, or impossible to 
move the tobacco trom the .southern sections, monu-

Intervention in France. — The New York 
World thinks it is very clear, from the tone of 
the French debates in the Corpt Legitlatif, 
that intervention in American affairs is no 
more popular in that body than it is in the 
English Parliament. A motion, calling on the 
government to raise the blockade and recog- 
niie the South, did not get any support worth 
mentioning, and it bad to be withdrawn with- 
out a vote. The only suspicious sign was the 
fact that the bulk of the members of the two 
chambers avoided committing themselves up- 
on the subject, apparently with the view not 
to embarrass the government in whatever ac- 
tion it might choose to take. But, notwith- 
standing this reserve, it is quite clear that no 
considerable party in France have any dispo- 
sition to interfere in the unhappy quarrel be- 
tween the two sections of the Union. The 
World regards it also worthy of note that 
the official paper, the Moniteur, is care- 
ful to disavow any attempt on the part of the 
French government to detach Texas from the 
Confederacy, as alleged in Benjamin's inter- 
cepted despatch to Slidell. It explains that the 
Frenchmen who interested themselves in that 
matter acted unofficially and without any 
countenance from the home government. Thus 
this intercepted despatch from a rebel Secre- 
tary to a rebel minister is replied to officially by 
the French government, because of the publi- 
cation of the despatch by the United States 
government. Had Benjamin's despatch reached 
Slidell through rebel channels, it could not 
have been noticed by the Emperor, and his 
alleged designs upon Texas would have re- 
mained a source of grave disquiet and appre- 
hension to the Confederates. 

But our New York contemporary refers to 
another kind of intervention in American af- 
fairs, which we regard as very significant. 
The World says: 

The occupation of Guaymas, in Sonora. by 
the French shows that the plans of the Em- 
peior contemplate something more than the 
mere capture of the City of Mexico. He evi- 
dently intends to "hold and possess the whole 
country, and cares more for the gold and silver 
mines of tho north and the Pacific seaboard 
than for lower Mexico and the unhealthy Gulf 
coast. His plan would seem to be to strengthen 
his army in front of Puehla at his leisure, and 
not to march for the City of Mexico before 
spring. In the meantime, by his operations 
on the Pacific he will take possession of all of 
the country really worth occupying. 

It is very possible the French government, 
which is undoubtedly aware that Northern 
Mexico is rich in mineral wealth, may covet 
possessions such as the English have in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand and the United States 
in California. Whether the "Latin race," or 
at least the French branch of it, will make 
good "prospectors" remains to be seen. They 
have not been good colonists heretofore, and 
if they take to gold washing and silver mi- 
ning kindly it will be an unlooked-for marvel. 

On the west coast of Mexico the French will 
have the fiuest cotton-growing region in the 
world, save certain choice spots on the river 
bottoms of the South. The natives also make 
good laborers, and there will be no difficulty 
in raising large crop3 of tbe ttuculent fiber. 
How to get it to market, however, will be the 
problem to solve. For this purpose, therefore, 
the cultivation cannot be made available until 
the railroads arc built, and a grand ship canal 
constructed across the Isthmus. After the 
Suez canal is finished it may enter into the 
Emperor's plans to engage in this enterprise, 
and it would not be an unworthy ambition for 
him to wish to go down to future nges as the 
monarch under whose auspices the union of 
tbe Atlantic and Pacific had been consum- 
mated. 

The various movements of the French in 
Mexico go to show that they are in no hurry — 
that they are assured of their strength and in- 
tend to take complete possession ot the whole 
country as a French colony. Those who are 
deceived by the accounts of French defeats 
and discouragements in Mexico know not 
whereof they 6peak. 

-•1 Profitable AW. — A correspondent informs 
the Boston Post that a gentleman happened 
into Colonel Henshaw's auction sale of stocks 
about a month ago, and, he supposes, acci- 
dentally nodded nis head; tbe consequence 
was, the Colonel knocked down 250 shares of 
Vermont and Massachusetts railroad stock to 
him at ltK, much to his surprise. He was 
about rejecting it, when a friend near said — 
"Take it, for it is cheap." He sold out last 
week at $30 — making over $5,000. 

Terriele Revenge. — Gates McGarragh, a 
well known river pilot, was stabbed and killed 
on Sunday last, in tbe vicinity of St. Louis, 
by a German named George Rusch. Some 
one had made chalk caricatures on Rusch 8 
back while in a drinking saloon, Rusch at- 
tributing the insult to McGarragh. Rusch and 
an accomplice named Bliss are under arrest on 
charge of murder. 

Commander W. McBlair, of the Confederate 
navy, was buried in Savannah on tbo 17th 
ult., and Col. William dimming died in Au- 
gusta lately, aged 76. The latter was a Colo- 
nel in the army during the war with Great 
Britain, and was offered a Major-Generalship 
by President Polk during the Meiican war, 
which he declined. 

James Edmonds, convicted of the murder of 
John Bridgcmau, at Tallow Hill, on the 21st 
of August, and who has been confined in tho 
St. Lum- 1 ul. will be hanged in Jefferson coun- 
ty, Mo., to -day. 

Nickelt. — The orders upon the mint at 
Philadelphia, for nickels, are so numerous 
that the utmost capacity of the machinery can- 
not till those at present on hand before the 
middle of May.
